WASHINGTON, March 14.—Condi- 


tions appear to be quieter on the sur- 
face at the Navy Department today. 
Probably this was because Secretary 
Long, Captain Crowlnshield, chief of 
the Navigation Bureau, Bngineer-in- 
Chief Melville and other leading bureau 
officers of the department were called 
to the capitol during the forenoon to 
inform the Appropriations Committee 
of the needs of the naval service in the 
matter of legislation. 


In the various 
bureaus, 
however, 


there was a hum of industry and the 
work progressed incessantly and stead- 
ily as for the past.two weeks. 


The recruiting branch of the navy is 


naturally one of the biggest branches 
of the service Just now. It is in the 
temporary command of Captain Hew- 
itt, during the absence in the South of 
Captain Hawley and he was busy today 
with representatives of the railroads 
transportation of recruits to the sea- 
boards and of sailors already in the ser- 
vice from one port to another made 
necessary by the commission of new 
ships. 


A problem that confronts eho recruiting 


omcer is to procure the necessary force of 
enlisted men for .manning the two ships 
•wh'icto ho.vs bo&n purchased from Brazil, 
the Amazcxnao and the Admiral Abreua.ll. 
The officers of the Navigation Bureau aro 
making all arrangements for tho speediest 
possible delivery of the two ships on. this 
eMe of the Atlantic. 


It probably will require about 250 mem 


for each ship, and the question. Is wheth- 
er the*'e men Shall be hired abroad in En- 
trland under special arrangeme^nits for the 
one trip, or whether a, resoilar crew shall 
be sent out from the United States to 
bring them home. The first nrothod is un- 
doubtedly tlie quicker, but it will not be 
Available in. case there should be an open 
rupture before the completion of the two 
ships.
